“ When anyone buys in a large 
city he of a necessity has to con­ 
tribute 
his 
share of the mer­ 
chant’s expenses, and they are 
heavy ones, believe me. 
For this 
one reason the prices in the large 
cities are always higher than in a 
place like ours. 
An experience of 
many years has shown me that the 
merchants of. Sedalia can and do 
make lower prices than those of 
Kansas City, St. Louis or Chicago. 
“ Another thing, if goods are 
sent for and are not satisfactory, 
in the majority of cases there is no 
redress for the buyer, or if there is, 
it is accomplished after annoying 
delay and tedions red tape.

The greater the devel­ 
opment of Sedalia the better it is 
for the farming country surround­ 
ing Hs, for this means a greater 
market for their products. 
In 
brief, it would be best for all, the 
merchants, the citizens of this city, 
and also the people around us, if 
every resident of Pettis connty 
would realize that it pays to buy in 
Sedalia, instead of sending money 
away to help build up a business 
and place in which they have no 
material interest.”

I t is th e opin ion of th e v eteri­ 
n arian s 
th a t 
th e 
w orm s

T H E T R U ST S. 


They Cah Be Controlled Only by Na­ 
tional Action. 
In my message to the present congress 
a t Its first session I discussed a t length 
¡the question of the regulation of those 
(big' corporations commonly doing an in- 
fterstate business, often with some ten- i 
dency to monopoly, which are popularly i 
tknown as trusts. 
The experience of the 
iiast year has emphasized, in my opin­ 
en, the 'desirability of the steps I then 
proposed. 
A fundamental requisite of 
social efficiency is a high standard of 
individual 
energy 
and 
excellence; 
but 
this is* in no wise inconsistent with pow­ 
er to act In combination for aims wdiich 
cannot so well be achieved by the indi­ 
vidual acting alone. A fundamental ba.se 
of civilization is the inviolability of prop­ 
erty; but this is in no wuse inconsistent 
•with the right of society to regulate the 
exercise of the artificial powers w'hioh it 
confers upon the owners of property, un­ 
der the name of corporate franchises, in 
fiuch a way as to prevent the misuse 
of these pow'ers. Corporations, and espe­ 
cially 
combinations 
of 
corporations, 
should be managed under public regula­ 
tion. Experience has shown that under our 
system of government 
the 
necessary 
supervision cannot be obtained by state 
action. 
It must therefore be achieved by 
national action. 
Our aim is not to do 
aw ay with corporations; on the contrary, 
these big aggregations are an inevitable 
development of modern industrialism, and 
the effort to destroy them would be futile 
unless accompli.'^hed in ways tha t would 
work the utmost mischief to the entire 
body politic. 
We can do nothing of good 
in the way of regulating and supervising 
these corporal ions .until we fix clearly in 
our minds that we are not attacking the 
corporation.s. but endeavoring to do away 
with any evil in them. We are not hostile 
to them; we are merely determined that 
they shall be so handled as to subserv^e 
the public 
g o o d . 
We draw the line 
against misconduct, not against wealth. 
Tne capitalist who, alone or in conjunc­ 
tion 
wuth his 
fellows, 
performs 
some 
great industrial feat by which he wins 
money is a welldoer, not a wrongdoer, 
iirov'ided only he w’orks in proper and 
egitimate lines. 
W e wish to favor such 
a man when he does well. 
We wl.sh to 
eupervise and control his actions onlv^ to 
prevent him from doing ill. 
Publicity 
can do no harm to the honest corpora­ 
tion; and -vv'e need not be overtender 
about sparing the dishonest corporation. 
M a s t E x e r c J a e C a r e . 
In curbing and regulating the combina­ 
tions of capital which are or may become 
Injurious to the public we must be careful 
n o t to stop the great enterprises which 
liave legitimately reduced the cost of pro- 
^ c U o n , not to abandon, the place wnich 
o ur country has won in the leadership of 
the international industrial world, not to 
strike down wealth with the result of clos­ 
ing factories and mines, of turning the 
,w age-worker Idle in the s-treet» and leav­ 
ing the farm er without a m arket for what 
he grows.

This country 
cannot afford to sit s>uplne on the plea that 
un d e r our peculiar system of governnfént i 
are are helpless in the presence of the new j 
conditions, and unable to grapple with them 
or to cut o uflrhate ve r o f evil has arisen Ib 
pom ection with them. The power of the 
¡ ^ n g r e s s to regulate Interstate commerci 
an absolute and unqualified grant, and 


One proposition advocated has been the 
^HTuction of the tariff as a mfans of reach- 
^*g the evils of the trusts which fall with­ 
in the category ! have 
described. 
Not 
merely would this be wholly ineffective 
but the diversion of our efforts in such à 
direction would m-ian the abandonment of 
all intelligent attempt to do away with 
evils. Many ol the largest corpora- 
f ’ 
of those which should' cer­ 
tainly be included in any proper scheme of 
regulation 
would not be affected In the 
slightest degree by a change in the tariff 
sâve as such change interfered with the 
general prosperity of the countrv. 
The 
only relation of the tariff to big corpora- 
Uoris as a whole is that the tariff makes 
manufactures profitable, and 
the 
tariff 
remedy proposed would be in effect simply 
to make manufactures unprofitable. 
To 
remove the tariff as a punitive measure 
directed against trusts would inevitably re­ 
sult in ruin to the weaker competitors who 
struggling against them. 
Our 
aim 
should be not by unwise tariff changes to 
give foreign products the advantage over 
c^mestic products, but by proper regula­ 
tion to give domestic competition a fair 
chance; and this end cannot be reached by 
any tariff changes which w ould affect un­ 
favorably all domestic competitors, good 
The question of regulation 
of the trusts stands apart from the ques­ 
tion of tariff revision. 
Stability of economic policy must always 
be the prime econornic needof this country. 
This stabiWty should not be fos.siilzation 
The country has acquiesced in the wisdom 
of the protective-tariff principle. It is ex- 
ceedingly undesirable that 
this 
system 
should be destroyed or that there should be 
violent and radical changes therein 
Our 
past experience shows that great prosper­ 
ity in this country has always come under 
a protective tari^; and that the coiintr\ 
cannot prosper under fitful tariff changed 
at short intervals. Moreover, if the tanff 
biw s as a whole work w’êli. and* if bu^^ines« 
has prospered under them and is prosper­ 
ing, it is better to endure fo ra time v i & t 
Inconveniences and inequalities in « one 
schedules than to upset busine« « bv tnn 
quick arnJ too radical changes. 
It i^ mo-i 
earnestly to be wished that we could treat 
the tariff from the standpoint solelv of our 
biis-iness needs. It is. perhaps, too much to 
that partisanship mav be entirely ex­ 
cluded from consideration of the subieet

W herever the tariff conditions are such 
tha t a needed change cannot with ad­ 
vantage be made by the application of 
the reciprocity idea, then It can be made 
outright by a lowering of duties on a 
given product. 
If possible, such change 
should be made only after the fullest 
consideration by practical experts, who 
should approach the subject from a busi­ 
ness standpoint, having in view both the 
particular interests affected and the com­ 
mercial well-being of the people as a 
whole. The machinery for providing such 
careful Investigation can readily be sup­ 
plied. 
The executive department has al­ 
ready a t its disposal methods of collect­ 
ing facts and figures; and if the con­ 
gress desires additional consideration to 
tha t which will be given the subject by 
its own committees, then a commission 
of business experts can 
be 
appointefl 
whose duty it should be to recommend 
action by the congress after a deliberate 
and scientific examination of the various 
schedules as they are affected by the 
changed and changing conditions. 
The 
unhurried and unbiased report of this 
commission would show what 
changes 
should be made in the various schedules, 
and how far these changes could go 
without also changing the great pros­ 
perity which this country is now enjoy­ 
ing, or upsetting its fixed economic pol­ 
icy. 
The cases in which the tariff can pro­ 
duce a monopoly are so few as to con­ 
stitute an inconsiderable factor in the 
question; but of course if in any case 
it be found that a given rate of duty 
does promote a monopoly which works 
ill, no protectionist would object to such 
reduction of the duty as would equalize 
competition. 
In my judgment, the tariff on a n thra ­ 
cite coal should be removed, and an thra ­ 
cite put actually, where it now is nom­ 
inally, on the free list.

We can get good government only 
upon condition that we keep true to the 
principles upon w’hich this nation was 
founded, and judge each man not as a 
part of a class, but upon his individual 
merits. 
All that we have

his residence. Is that he shall act well 
and honorably by his neighbor and bv 
his country.

CUBAN R E C I P R O C I T Y . 


P r e H i d e n t I n s F its t h e I n la n d S J io a ld 
H a v e C o n a i d e r n t i o n . 
1 hope soon to subm-it to the senate a 
reciprocity treaty with Cuba. On May 20 
last the Fnited States kept ii.s< promise to 
the island by formally vacating Cuban soil 
and turning Cuba over to those whom her 
ow n people had chosen as the first officials 
of the new' republic. 
Cuba lies at our doors, and w hatever af­ 
fects her for good* or for ill affects, us also. 
So much have our people felt this that in 
the Platt amendment we definitely took the 
ground that Cuba must hereafter have 
closer political relations with us than with 
any other power. 
Thus in a sense Cuba 
has become a part of our international po­ 
litical system. 
This makes it necessary 
that in. return she should be given some of 
the benefits of becoming part of our eco­ 
nomic system. It is, from our own standk 
point, a short-sighted and mischievous pol­ 
icy to fail to recognize this need. More­ 
over, it is unworthy of a mighty and gen­ 
erous nation. Itself the greatest and most 
successful republic In history, to refuse to 
stretch out a helping hand to a young ojid 
weak sister republic Just entering upon Its 
career of Independence. 
We 
should al­ 
ways fearlessly insist upon our rights In 
the face of the strong, and we should with 
yng ruG ^n g hand do ouj;^ generous <futy by 
the weak. I urge the adopf ion of reciprocity 
with Cuba not only because it is eminently 
for pur own interests to control the Cuban 
m arket and by every means to foster our 
In the tropical lands and waters 
south of us, but also because we, of the 
giant republic of the north, should make 
all our sister nations of the American con­ 
tinent feel that whenever they will permit 
show ourselves disinterest­ 
edly and effectively their friend.
